The lease now under preparation 
by Village Attorney Edward C. Ja- 
cobs, will provide that should the 
Rescue Squad ever disband the 
building and grounds will revert to 
Ithe village.

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Price-Ceilings and Scarcity 

In a revealing editorial on the problems of 
price-fixing, the magazine The Freeman observed, 
"A legal price-ceiling arbitrarily establishes a lower 
price than the free competitive offers and bids of 
sellers and buyers would establish in a free market. . . 

"But to say that a price-ceiling would make a 
price lower than a free market would make it, is 
only another way of saying that it would make de- 
mand chronically greater than supply. It would do 
this in two ways. Because it is a 'bargain', and be- 
cause they can afford to use it more wastefully, 
buyers and consumers will demand more of the price- 
fixed article at the lower fixed price than they would 
have demanded at the higher free price. And because 
they can make less of a profit-margin from it . . . 
producers will make less and sellers will offer less 
of the price-fixed article at the legal price-ceiling 
than they would produced and offered at the higher 
free price-ceiling. In short, the effect of price-ceilings 
is almost inevitably to bring about a shortage of the 
price-fixed article." 

The vast majority of producers and retailers 
ore doing their utmost to make price regulations 
workable. Indeed, long before the government stepped 



in, the retailers of the country were voluntarily doing 
everything posible to hold prices down as is witnessed 
by the fact that price increases at retail generally 
lagged well behind price increases at wholesale. How- 
ever, as The Freeman editorial intimates, no one can 
afford to sell an article unless its sale will bring some 
profit. 

Sound administration of the pricing laws must 
take these basic facts into consideration. 

* * • 

Why Your Dollar Gets Cheaper 

In one of his recent Nowsweek columns, Henry 
Haztitt dealt with what most economists regard as the 
main cause of price inflation— the Administration's 
policy of forcing the Federal Reserve Banks to buy 
more and more government bonds in order to keep 
their price above par. 

Mr. Hazlitt observed that the President once 
justified this policy on the grounds that after the first 
world war the value of Liberty bonds dropped to 
about $80 and that he did not want the people who 
hold government bonds now to suffer such a loss. 
Then Mr. Hazlitt said, "Now none of the Liberty bonds 
ever fell quite as low as 80. Some issues did fall with- 
in a few points of that price, but only for a few 
months in 1920. And the decline affected only those 
people who were forced to sell in those months. The 
maximum loss even of these people was only about 
18 per cent. Today, on the other hand, mainly as a 
result of the very bond-pegging and low-interest 
policies on which Mr. Truman has insisted, a govern- 
ment bond bought in 1942 has a purchasing power in 
terms of consumer prices of only 70 per cent of what 
it had then. This is a real depreciation of 30 per cent. 
Which policy — that of the first or the second world 
war — was worse for the bondholders?" 

Every time the Federal Reserve Banks are 
forced to buy more bonds, new sources of credit arc 
established. This means more demand is created for 
available goods and services, and so prices keep on 
rising and a dollar buys less — inflation. 

It's time we stopped blaming inflation on in- 
dustry, labor, farming, retailing, or any other group. 
Let's look at the cause, not the symptoms — and the 
cause is government credit policies which have cheap- 
ened the dollar and are still cheapening it.

of the new central "district that 
about 60% of the registration of 
Wilmot will be lost and that the 
present buildings arc sufficient to 
house the remaining students. Also 
as on argument against building 
they point out that building costs 
today are nearly prohibitive. In sub- 
stance, the committee feels that 
building an addition to the school at 
this time is unwarranted, costly and 
would place a heavy burden of tax- 
ation on residents of the district. 

Supports of the plan, which will 
go to a vote next Thursday, say in 
aupport of the plan, that the school 
is not adequate for even next 
year's enrollment, due to lacks in 
many ways which leave gaps in the 
education of the students. They 
point out that' the present building 
docs not provide for science labora- 
tories, shops, library or a gym. 
The present gymnasium building is 
of frame construction and was 
erected in 1919, and besides being 
too small is costly to maintain, and 
also not fireproof. 

In support to the claim that the 
improvement Is much needed is the 
report of State Assistant Superin- 
tendent A. R. Page of the state of- 
fice of public schools, which said in 
part: "After careful consideration of 
the population trends of rural Keno- 
sha County, as well as the actual 
grade school enrollment in the dis- 
trict In which this school building 
is planned to serve, we find that 
it would be unwise for the Union 
Free High School to plan for any 
fewer classrooms, laboratories, 
shops than are included in the ten- 
tative plans which are being con- 
sidered. It was our feeling that we 
could not recommend the elimina- 
tion of a single classroom in the 
present proposed plan, in the light 
of future enrollment which may be 
expected within the next few 
years." 

Page was accompanied by A. L. 

uccher, building supervisor of the 
State office of public instruction on 
the tour of the Wilmot school build- 
ing this week. 

In answer to the claims that the 
new improvement would impose a 
terrific tax load, the school board 
stated that the actual tax for the 
improvement, including Interest, 
would not be in excess of $2.50 per 
$1000 of valuation. This would mean 
that the owner of a home valued 
at $5,000 would pay only (12.50 an- 
nually towards the improvements. 

A large attendance at the meet- 
ing and election is expected main- 
ly because of the widespread publi- 
city which has been given both in 
newspapers and in printed circulars, 
and both sides are confident that 
'file meeting will settle the dispute 
in their favor. However, school 
board officials and opponents of the 
measure have both stated that they 
will abide by the will of the people 
as expressed at the polls next Thurs- 
day.

The state department of Public 
Health reports 7,673 cases of tuber- 
culosis In Illinois in 1950, according 
to Richard Whltacre, Antioch 
Township's member of the board of 
directors of the Lake County Tu- 
berculosis Association. This is a 
three per cent decline from 1949, 
■ but It is still too many deaths from 
a disease that can be cured. 

Tuberculosis can be cured if It is 
found In its earl stages, Whltacre 
said, and the only way to find It in 
early stages, before symptoms of the 
disease appear, is through the use 
of the chest x-ray. 

The Lake County Tuberculosis 
Association will have its Christmas 
Seal Mobile Chest X-ray Unit .in 
Antioch April 20, looking for un- 
known cases of TB. The unit will be 
located at the Regal China Com- 
pany In* the morning and will move 
downtown for the afternoon and 
evening. It will be located near the 
Northwest corner of Lake and Main 
Streets in front of the bank from 2 
to 9 p. m. and will be open to the 
general adult public of the village, 
Whitacre said.
